Figures Show Slaughtering and

OTTAWA, Dec. 3rd.—The present 
Agricultural Conference, which opened 
on Monday—the Sixth Annual Con- 
ference of Dominion Provincial agri- 
cultural departmental leaders and 
heads of agricultural bodies—has lost 
nothing of the importance of: the 
wartime meetings:. A major reason 
of course for the urgency and value of 
production planning is the continued 
undiminished demand for foodstuffs 
from many parts of the world. 

Here in Canada the feed- grain 
situation is particularly acute. Cana- 
dian agriculture has been considerably 
thrown off balance by this severe 
shortage. If it is to be brought to 
equilibrium, a great deal more feed 

rain will have to be grown in: both 
estern and Eastern Canada. 


Canada’s Leading Industry 


A fact sometimes overlooked is that 
the slaughtering and meat packing 
industry stands in first place in value 
of production in the 40 leading indus- 
tries of this country. The gross value 
of this industry last year was $543,- 
000,000, the next in line being non- 
ferrous metals smelting and refining, 
with a total of $474,000,000. In fifth 
place was pulp and paper, with gross 
value of $370,000.000, though this 
industry holds a special place in the 


‘public eye as it is\the major source 


of American dollars. 
Phe Dominion- Provincial Agri- 
cultural Conferences are oulstanding 
‘examples of co-operation between 
Federal and Provincial Govern- 
ments and industry. They are 
forums where needs of production 
are set out in the light of world 
demands, and recommendations laid 
before the farmers. The major acute 
problems facing agriculture are 
thoroughly threshed out. This year, 
of course, the feed grain shortage 
holds an extremely prominent place. 
The lahor situation is also tight, 
and this has a direct bearing on 
immigration policy. Although the 
machinery siluation has improved 
it ie still far from satisfactory.

During a successful year which has 
been marked by consolidation rather 
than by large expansion, the position 
o: the U.F.A. Co-operatives has been 
greatly strengthened. 

This was the conclusion derived 


from the study of the report of the 


Board of the U.F.A. Central Co-opera- 
tive Association to the Annual Confer- 
ence of U.F.A. Co-operatives which 
was held in the Labor Temple in Cal- 
gary on November 2list and 22nd. 
Members of the Board are George E. 
Church, Balzac (chairman:; M. H. 
Ward, Arrowwood; D. H. Smith, 
Cereal; C. A. Fawcett, Consort; and 
R.. Hennig,. Fort Saskatchewan. Nor- 
man F. -Priestley of Calgary is General 
Manager. 
Sales of Petroleum Products 

Up to the end of October, sales of 
Maple Leaf gasoline and tractor fuels 
totalled in volume 8,/93,°83 gallons, 
the petroleum division of the: U.F.A. 
Central Co-operative reported. Sales 
of light products up to that date were 
almost equal to the total distribution 
for the twelve months of 1946, this 
representing a gain of 11.11 per cent 
as compared with the corresponding 
period last year. Modernization of 
existing wholesale and retail facilities 
has been the principal effort of the 
year. The report paid tribute to the 
courtesy and efficient service of the 
manager of Maple Leaf Petroleum, 
Ltd., R. G. McKenzie. 

Owing to a change in the financial 
pot which now .ends July 31st, 
previously it was October 31st), 
the report of sales of the fifteen stores 
covered nine months only. During 
that period aggregate sales were 
$1,256,691.96, the net gain on these 
operations amounting to $50,317.02, 
which is 4 per cent on sales. At Cal- 
garv retail operations totalled $482,-

Increased Grain Handlings 

This information was given the 
twenty-fifth Annual Meeting of the 
Alberta Wheat Pool delegates, which 
opened in Calgary on November 25th, 
by R. D. Purdy, Manager of the 
Alberta Wheat Pool. Heinformed the 
Convention that total grain handlings 
through Alberta Pool Elevator facili- 
ties for the 1946-47 season reached a 
figure of 51,947,269 bushels, an in- 
crease of 18,750,000 bushels as com- 
pared with the handlings ot the pre- 
vious crop year. The crop of 1946, 1t 
should be understood, was substan- 
tially larger than the crop of 1945. 

The operating surplus, subject to 
any income tax payable, is available 
for distribution to member patrons of 
Alberta Pool Elevators in the form of 
patronage dividends either by reserves 
or cash, depending on the decision of 
the delegate body.

LOST OPPORTUNITY—THE WORLD FAYS 


Occasionally, the life of a great man may deflect 
the course of history. Occasionally, history may be 
changed in its momentary trend by a great man’s 
death. ‘ 

It is, we suppose, the almost universal judg- 
ment of objective observers of the history of our own 
times that if a less far-seeing and humane, a less 
gifted and politically adept man than Franklin 
Delano Roosevelt had been President of the United 


- States during the years of the world crisis coincident 


with the rise and fall of Hitler, Nazism with its allied 
forms of dictatorship might well have gained world- 
wide victory, and established itself for an incalcu 


lable period of time. : 
* * * 

Today there is accumulating evidence that some of the 
fruits of our victory (a victory which was essential to the 
preservation of mankind’s hopes for a tolerable future) 
have been turned bitter as a result of Roosevelt’s untimely ~* 
death. 

- Part of this evidence is to be found in an article by form- 
er Secretary of the Treasury Morgenthau in a recent 
issue of Collier's magazine. The article contains reve- 
lations about the plans of the late President for post-war 
action, which are of first-class importance. 

Mr. Morgenthau shows that, before his death, Presi- 
dent Roosevelt had worked out, in association with 
Winston Churchill, then British Prime Minister, plans 
for a second phase of large scale Lend-Lease, to be inang- 
urated after the successful ending of military operations 
in Europe. The implementing of these plans would have 
done much, in Mr. Morgenthau’s judgment, to restore the 
war-ravaged economy of Britain, and would have brought 
a healthier outlook throughout the whole of Europe. No 
doubt in so far as Europe was concerned (its liberation 
was not complete when Roosevelt died) other ambitious 
plans would have been formulated with all speed. 


PLANS ‘‘BRUTALLY TERMINATED” 

In brief, the plan for post-war Lend-Lease which 
had been agreed upon, promded for a progeam for its 
first year of about £1,375.000,000 (roughly $5,500,- 
000,000). A jount committee had been set up fo work 
out the plans in detail. Then, on April 12th, 1945, 
Rooserelt died; and on August 21st the United Siates 
Government “without warning, brutally terminated 
operation of the Lend-Lease Aci, cutting our Allies 
adrift at the time when they were stil maimed and 
crippled by war.” 


THE CONSEQUENCES 

What have the consequences been? 

“Today,” states Mi. Morgenthau, “two years later, we 
face a world in which reconstruction has hardly begun, 
In spite of our program of loans abroad, the war-ravaged : 
mphene are running out of dollars for even the necessities 
of life. 

“If Lend-Lease had survived as a means of laying the

This was decided at the Thursday 
session of the delegates’ convention. 

About $200,000 will be paid out in 
cash and $686,691.65 in reserves as 
patronage dividends to members who 
delivered grain to Alberta Pool Ele- 
vators in the 1946-47 season, and the 
Poo! will also make reserve purchases 
to the extent at least of $686,691.65. 
It will be next midsummer before the 
cash distribution is made, and it. will 
take nearly all the excess earnings of 
the organization during the 1946-47 
business year to make the payments. 

- Reserve Purchases 

The reserve purchases will be made 
from the following: 

1. The estates of members who 
accumulated such reserves in their 
lifetime and died on or before the 31st 
01 December, 1947; 

2. From members who hold such 
reserves as were acquired by them by 
devolution from the estates of de- 
cease members as beneficiaries; 

3. From non-members who hold 
such reserves as were acquired by 
devolution to them as beneficiaries of 
deceased members; 

4. From. all members who have 
accumulated such reserves and at- 
tained the age o1 75 years, on or before 
the 31st. of December, 1947, notwith- 
standing that they may retain an 
interest in land or be conducting farm- 
ing operations; 

5. From members who, having ac- 
cumulated such reserves, have attained 
the age of 65 years on or before the 
3ist o:1 December, 1947, and have 
ceased to farm or to hold or retain 
any interest in land producing grain 
in the Province of Alberta or in the 
parts of Saskatchewan or British Col- 
umbia served by the facilities of Al- 
berta Pool Elevators; 

6. Rateably from all members such 
a percentage of the said reserves as 
may be necessary to ensure the pur- 
chase of sufficient reserves to complete 
the distribution in reserves authorized 
by the delegates by way of patronage 
under a Resolution passed at this 
meeting. 

In case the amount of money 
appropriated isnot sufficient to com- 
plete the purchases in the above cate- 
gories, the delegates passed a resolu- 
‘tion giving the Directors authority to 
appropriate an additional $300,000 to 
applv thereto. 

Urge Board Control All Grains 

The Convention passed the 
following resoiution proposed by 
Hanson: Whereas the 

grain exchanges are endeavoring 
to re-establish the open market in 
all grains, therefore this Conven- 
tion goes on record as strongly 
urging the continuation of the 

Wheat Bourd and that all grains 

be. brought under its control. 


While the Canadian Wheat Board . 


is now issuing cheques to grain pro- 
ducers at the rate of five to six thous- 
and a day, io.provements in the 
system had been made which would 
permit of sending ten to fifteen thous- 
and daily when the next payments 
are made, George MclIvor, chiet com- 
missioner, told the delegates. 


Over Two Million Cheques 
Since 1940, the Board had issued 
2,003.999 ‘cheques for $167,904,000; 
and the sum $41,758,464 is still to 
be sent out. Pavments still due on 


the 1944 crop totalled nearly $36,- 
000,000; this was mainly due, said 
Mr. Melvor, to failure of growers to 


send in their participation certificates. 

The railway car situation was worse 
than ever this year, declared Mr. 
Melvor. . Shipments through Van- 
couver would-be limited to the volume 
that could be dried there; it would 
probably be from thirty to forty 
million bushels. 


First to Clear Indebtedness _ 

The Alberta Wheat Pvol became

foundations for recovery, the world 
today might be on a long road to 
abundance, and we would not be 
searching for a Marshall Pian to 
put us back on the road to recovery.” 
‘‘Foundation For Peace”’ 

Mr. Morgenthau points. out that: 
“Lend- Lease for war was an indispens- 
able factor in our victory. Through it 
we sustained the British in their dark- 
est hours and the Russians in the grim 
days of Stalingrad. But Roosevelt...

weapon of war, but as a foundation of

The former Cabinet Officer sets 
forth in general terms the conditions 
under which post-war  J.end-Lease 
would have been used.

Years the Locusts Have Eaten 

The historv of Anglo-American ec- 
onomic relationships during the two 
and a half vears since VE-Day—years 
which the locusts have eaten—is, of 
course, a history of ever worsening 
conditions, The new American Gov- 
ernment (which is greatly changed 
since Roosevelt’s death) has failed to 
honor its obligations—to pay its debt 
to its Allies. It has seeméd even to so 
objective and reasonable A newspaper 
as the London Economist that the 
official economic policy ot the United 
States toward Britain has been such 
as might have been expected had 
Britain been an enemy whose economy 
it was desirable to wreck. The benevo- 
lent intention of the United States is 
not called in, question. But in effect, 
Britain has been attacked—the Econ- 
omist and the evidence suggest—in an 
economic, ‘‘cold war’’.

‘Are there any signs of increasing 

vigor and maturity, or of significant 
developments in the field of writing 
throughout Canada? That is a ques- 
tion which should interest all thought- 
ful Canadians. 


L ngering Colonial Mindedness 


It bas been the fashion to attribute 
our lack of great literary masterpieces 
to our colonial mindedness, lingering 
long after we have attained full stature 
asanation. 1 think thereissome truth 
in that view. Sheltered by two great 
oceans, protected by her proximity to 
her great and powerful neighbor to 
the south, Canada, in ‘spite of her 
Commonwealth relations, has~ con- 
sistently kept herself aloof from the 
great world, until two world wars 
have forced her into the stream of 
history. 

Stature Enhanced 

Her contribution to World War II 
has greatly enhanced her stature 
among the nations. The peoples of 
Europe look to her longingly as a 
haven of refuge from their myriad ills. 
Whereas she preferred to play a very 
minor role in the League ot Nations, 
she is taking her responsibilities as a 
member of the United Nations ser- 
iously. She has lately been elected 
to a seat in the Security Council, as 
one of the ‘“‘middle”’ powers. 

Her representative on the U.N. 
Palestine Commission, Mr. Justice 
Rand, played a signal part in the 
preparation of the Commission’s Ma- 
jority Report. Mr. L. B. Pearson, 
JInder-Secretary of the Department 
of External Affairs, acting for the 
Canadian delegation, has given real 
leadership in the sub-committee of 
the United Nations Assembly which 
is working out a plan to set up inde- 
pendent Arab and Jewish states in 
Palestine in accordance with the Com- 
mission’s Report. If in this way 
a solution is found for one of the 
world’s most dangerous problems, no 
small share of credit will be due to the 
patience and wisdom of Canada’s 
representatives. 

If Canadians have suffered from an 


inferiority complex in the past, here 


surely are good and valid reasons for 
us to have a little better opinion of 
ourselves as Canadians. Writers and 
artists respond readily to such a 
stimulus, though its effects may not 
be felt immediately. : 23 

I have given somewhat idealistic 
reasons for the emergence of a stronger, 
a more robust vein of Canadian writ- 
ing. There are other potent factors 
which we should not overlook. 


Canada Develops Apace 
During the war and since, Canada’s 


economic development has gone on’ 


apace. Our industrial plants have 
been enlarged and are still expanding.

nation in the world. Our agricultural 
production has increased. The pro- 
duction of our mines and forests has 
been growing steadily. Alberta coal 
is actually moving via Pacifie ports 
to all parts of the world. All ths is 
to the accompaniment of very high 
levels of employment, high national 
income, and in spite of rising costs, a 
high level of niaterial comfort among 
our people. Steady increase in immi- 
gration is inevitable. Canada may be 
on the eve of great. expansion and 
growth. 

All this will have an effect upon 
our national blood pressure and will 
exert a subtle influence upon writers 
and writing. Let us now look for 
some tangible evidence of new trends 
in Canadian writing. 


Evidence of New Trends 


One naturally turns first to the 
novel for some indication of fresh 
vitality. I shall mention only three 
recent Canadian novels which seem 
to me to be significant in relation to 
what I have been saying. 

Two Solitudes, by Hugh MacLellan, 
published in 1945, in many respects 
the most distinguished Canadian novel 
of recent years, deals sympathetically 
and intelligently with the French Can- 
adian problem, which is also an 
English Canadian problem. 

Earth and High Heaven by Gweth- 
alyn Graham, published in 1944, 
dealt fearlessly with the Jewish prob- 
lem. Both books had a_ definite 
Canadian setting. Both books had 
social significance. 

Tin Flute, by Gabrielle Roy, who 
makes. her home in St. Boniface, 
Manitoba, was published last spring 
and had for its setting a poor quarter 
of Montreal. Written originally in 
French, it has been translated into 
English. Its theme is the fortunes 
of a large French-Canadian family. 
It has perhaps received more acclaim 
and excited more interest than either 
of the previous novels. 


Rare Event in Canadian Publishing 

All three books have been best 
sellers in the U.S. Earth and High 
Heaven was chosen as the Book-of- 
the-Month by a Book Club. This is 
a rare event in the history of Canadian 
publishing. In the past American 
authors and American books have 
dominated the Canadian scene while 
Canadian writers have found it very 
difficult to break into the American 
market. Today American publishers 
are much more receptive to Canadian 
books. (Continued on page 18)

Our Progress During 1947 


A Review by ELLIS A. JOHNSTONE, General Manager 


Y the time the year 1947 is completed the v 
Western Canada will have an interesting history 
that twelve month period. Out of our experience, we would venture that this would 


arious dairy organizations throughout

be pretty much the pattern of each organization’s story: 


Butter: 


Eggs: On eggs it would be this. 


That the butter business was good in 
1947, and higher earnings than usual were available 
due to fair production, steadily advancing prices, 
and a keen demand for the product. 


Our egg handl- 


ings in 1947 are somewhat above 1946. We have 


experienced no severe recessions in resale prices. 
There has been a ready market for all eggs that were 
handled, and values were slightly on the: increase 
throughout the year.

Poultry: On poultry it would likely been 


read as follows: We have handled 
more poultry this vear. The non- 
renewal of the British contract for 
poultry caused a reasonably sharp 
decline in values, both to.the grower 
and on goods that were in the hands 
of the operator which had to be mar- 
keted. On turkeys, due to a high 
purchasing power in the consuming 
areas of Canada, good dressed turkeys 
were in keen demand with very little 
interest for the lower grades. The 
prospects in the latter part of the 
year on the profitable sale ol fow! was 
very limited. However, notwithstand- 
ing some adverse features in the 
poultry outlook, the Poultry Depart- 
ment: enjoyed a normal year. 

Milk for Fluid Uses: At the be- 
ginning of 1947 the operations in most 
all fluid milk departments were satis- 
factory. However, resale prices baving 


held down by control 
structure, as the year progressed lc 
was not possible to meet the increases 
in operating costs that became 1 ore 
frequent in each succeeding month. 
The increases in various costs of sup- 
plies and other services by July created 
a condition wherein in most fluid milk 
businesses there was no surplus after 
taking care of all legitimate operating 
costs. As a matter of tact, in many 
instances there was a deficit in the 
operations of many fluid milk de- 
partments. 

Milk for Manufacturing Purpcses: 
The experience of the business in the 
business of using milk for manufac- 
turing purposes was a most unusual 
one. In the early part of 1947 we 
had restrictions on resale as to ‘quan- 
tity and price. Fairly large stocks 
were, therefore, accumulated but quick- 
ly disappeared when the limitations

priceon sale were removed. 


In the three 
months, June, July and August, busi- 
ness of this type enjoyed very satis- 
factory operations. However, from 
September on, like the day that starts 
out bright and then becomes cloudy, 
so it was that increased cosis of labels, 
cartons, some cases freight and prac- 
tically all other supplies, were added 
up to sych a toes g that milk manu- 
facturing plants were not operating 
satisfactorily from the Ist of October, 

The experience of the majority of 
organizations handling the above pro- 
ducts is in all detail representative of 
our own experience. In butter, it has 
been a good year throughout. In 
eggs, it is a normal year. In poultry, 
nearly a normal year, and handling 
milk for manufacturing purposes, it is 
not as good as what would be con- 
sidered normal.

The third estimate of field_crops in 
Canada, issued by the Dominion 
Bureau of Statistics, places Alberta 
wheat. production for 1947 at 103 
million bushels, compared with 127 
millions last year. As the acreage 
was somewhat reduced, the yield was 
not quite so much lower as the totals 
would indicate: 16.1 bushels per 
acre this year, as compared with 18.8 
in 1946. Oats showed a drop from 
97 to 75 million bushels, the yield 
also dropping from 35.2 bushels per 
acre to 29.6 bushels. Total outturn 
of barley and rye was greater, due to 
larger acreage. In flaxseed, while the 
average yicld was down from 10.2 
to 8.4 bushels per acre, the acreage’ 
went up from 62,000 to 257,000, and 
the total output from 635,000 bushels 
to 2,150,000. 

Fodder crops were down in all cases, 
excent for fodder corn, small, of course, 
in both years. Sugar beets, with a 
slightly reduced acreage and a yield 
somewhat smaller,. totalled 365,500 
tons as compared with 385,000 tons 
last year.

But nothing in the 
way of candy ever tasted better to 
this writer than the dishes of home- 
made fudge and toffee that Santa 
Claus used to leave on the dining- 
room. table; even one lot that was 
accompanied by a note suggesting 
re-boiling, as.it had turned out to be 
too soft! 

For those with patience for the long 
cooking which ensures firmness, some 
suggestions are given below: 

English Toffee: Butter the bottom 
otf a heavy pan. Mix one 15-ounce 
can of condensed milk, 1 cup brown 
sugar, 4 tbs. corn syrup, 1/2 cup 
butter; pour into the pan and cook 
over a slow fire until it threads (about 
half an hour). Pour into buttered 
pan and mark in squares. 

Fruit Candy: Put through food 


- chopper’1 cup each seedless raisins, 


dried apricots, and nuts; add enough 
honey to make a stiff paste; form 
into balls and roll in sugar. 

Turkish Delight: Soak 4 level 
tbs. gelatine in 2/3 cup cold water. 
Bring to boil 2 cups sugar and 2/3 
cup water, add the gelatine and boil 
gently for 20 minutes; add juice of 
1 lemon and 1 orange; pour into a 
wet mold, having mixture about 1 inch 
deep. When set, cut in squares and 
roll in 2 tbs. fruit sugar mixed with 
1 tbs. cornstarch, 

Cocoanut Balls: Mix together 1 can 
sweetened condensed milk, 1 pound 
cocoanut, 1 tsp. vanilla; form into 
small balls and bake in hot oven for 
10 minutes. 

Chocolate Fudge: Cook 2 cups 
sugar, 2 tbs. honey, 3/4 cup milk, to 
a good boil; add 2 tbs. cocoa; cook until 
it forms a firm ball in cold water; then 
add 1 tbs. butter and 1 tsp. vanilla. 
Beat until it creams. .

Britain depends to a very large extent 
on Canada for its imports of wheat, 
flour, bacon and cheese. In the first 
seven months of 1947 81.5 per cent of 
British imports of wheat came from 
Canada, and 68.2 per cent of imports 
of flour. 

-The exports of dressed poultry from 
Canada do not represent a very large 
item of trade in relation to other foods. 
The total production is, however, 
important, amounting to 272,815,000 
pounds in 1946. During 1946 Canada 
made a contract with Britain for 
12,500,000 pounds~ of dressed poultry. 
This contract ran on to July, but by 
that time slightly more than the con- 
tract figure had been delivered. Then 
it became apparent that Britain would 
not likely be renewing the contract, 
because of the financial situation.

While Britain {s the normal export 
market for poultry, and the U.S. by 
experience has proved not a steady 
long term market, with the relaxation 
of export restrictions in July, there 
has been a considerable movement to 
the U.S. and as long as prices remain 
high enough to offsct the duty, it is 
explained this is likely to continue. 
It is still to be scen whether the Brit- 
ish are in the market for the present 
or not. 


Farm Loan Board Operations 


The 18th annual! report of the Cana- 
dian Farm Loan Board shows that in 
18 years $57,500,000 has been loaned 
to 27,875 farmers, 53 per cent of the 
total money loaned going: to farmers 
in the four Western Provinces, and 
47 to Eastern Canada. Of the total 
loaned, $34,100,000 bas been repaid 
and interest in arrears for over 6 
months on first mortgages amounted 
to only $6,360. In 1940-41, about 
77 per cent of money borrowed was to 

ay debts and 9 per cent to buy land, 
n recent years there has been a con- 
siderable change. In 1946-47 about 
52 per cent was to pay debts and 32 

er cent to buy land, while there has 
een a considerable increase in bor- 
rowings to make improvements to 
buildings and for other purposes.

Grain varieties detericrate only as 
fast as the mixtures in them increase, 
declares a recent bulletin of Line Ele- 
vators Farm Service, by D. M. Mc- 
Lean; if purity is maintained, and 
diseases are controlled, seed need not 
be renewed. However, admixtures of 
other varieties may cause loss of yield, 
and lowering of commercial grade. 
Good seed is assured, adds Mr. Mc- 
Lean, by the purchase of Registered or 
Certified seed of the most suitable 
varieties; both classes are subject to 
crop inspection, germination and purity 
tests, followed by further inspection 
in the sack. However, unless complete 
replacement is necessary, purchase of 
a small quantity of the best seed 
available, for a special seed plot which 
will later be the source of sufficient 
pure seed for the general croup, is 
recominended.

But. what seems specially noteworthy 
about these three novels is that they 
all deal with socially significant themes. 
This is rather a new but healthy trend. 
It is the mark of a maturing con- 
sciousness.’ 
_ Further Evidence of Maturity 
I shall mention only one other 
Canadian book, Professor Lower’s 
Colony to Nation, a history of Canada 
published last spring, which is a very 
critical study of our past, of the many 
weaknesses and defects of Canadian 
life. Here too is evidence of maturity. 
Now I would not -wish to base my 


contention that a new ee in 
Canadian writing is at hand, upon 
such slender evidence, though this 


could be amplified if space permitted. 
In poetry one could find much addi- 
tional confirmation. However, | would 
rather leave the whole matter to my 
readers as merely an interesting sug- 
gestion. 
In Field of Drama 

But one other striking example of 
Canadian: achievement—this in the 
field of drama—deserves mention and 
acclaim, and strengthens my _ case. 
This is Stage 48, a radio dramatic 
program presented by C.B.C. on Sun- 
day evenings at 9 p.m. The producer, 
Mr. Andrew Allan, writers like Lister 
Sinclair, with a group of talented 
actors and musicians, are deserving 
of the highest praise for giving drama 
starved Canadians the opporturity 
to listen to great plavs. Their produc- 
tions have won international recog- 
nition in the radio field. 1 understand 
that their work is outstanding on this 
continent. 1 submit this also is 
evidence of a developing richness in 
Canada’s cultural life. The C.B.C. 
also is entitled to great commendation 
for making such productions possible. 

In conclusion may J] recommend to 


serious thinkers Toynbee’s A Study 
o) History. (1 vol. edition). This is @ 
condensation of the author's _ atill 


incomplete great six-volume work on 
world civilizations. It has become & 
best seller on this continent and 60 
has made publishing history. After 
all, why not, since it tries to answer 
the baliling question, “Whither Man- 
kind?’’ which disturbs yet intrigues 
every thinking human being.
